Several hatches 
were seen at different points, but so 
far as The Tribune's information goes 
the whole flock has completely diasa- 
apepared. 

A check-up on the recent shipment 
should definitey determine whether or 
not this type of bird can survive the 
severe winters of this country.

For verandah’ boxes:

If she secures vigorous young suska- 
toon bushes and cuts back the tops 
nearly to the ground, as suggested in 
the mimeograph, she should have little 
trouble unless the season proves very 
drouthy. 

Young suckers of red currants ray 
be satisfactorily moved in the early 
spring. If this method is not fea-ible, 
cuttings may be made. New wood 
is taken in the fall and cut into six- 
to eight-inch lengths, the lower cut 
being slightly below the node, the 
point at which the leaves arise. These 
cuttings may be tted in bundles and 
stored over-winter in moist sand in 
the cellar. They are then planted in 
the spring according to instruct.ons 
enclosed. Cuttings may be taken in 
spring but there is danger of the new 


growth he ving been winterhilled. 
Greenwood ~uttings may be planted in 
August. 


If vigorous young suckers of goose- 
berry cannot be obtained, it may be 
advisable to resort to “mound layer- 
ing.” By this is meant the mounding 
up of earth, about a foot on the gouse- 
berry bush in the summer  :fter 
growth has been made. Good resuits 
are obtained if the bush is cut back 
severely in the previous fall or carly 
spring before mounding as a strong 
growth of young shoots is induced. 
By autumn the canes will have pro- 
duced roots in this mound of soil and 
can be cut from the mother plant and 
planted in the desired location.

With the raspberries, about all that 
can be done is to take the suckers 
that come out all around the base of 
the plant, transplanting them in the 
spring. This should not be difficult, 
as most raspberries sucker very fr:ely. 
One could also, if he wished, dig up 
the old plant and divide its root into 
a number of new ones. 

Early spring is recommended as the 
best time for transplanting — the 
earlier the better. The autumn is an 
alternative for certain hardy sorts 
other than raspberries, but newly 
transplanted bushes are more subject 
to winter injur;—more so than if they 
were left in thei: original place over 
winter and moved in the spring time. 

Early spring is the time recom- 
mended for iransplanting strawberries. 
However, we have had very good re- 
suits at times from August planting. 
In @drouthy Augusts the results have 
been disappointing.

WHY’S AND WHEREFORE’S 
OF BUTTER MAKING 18 STILL 
VERY, VERY MYSTERIOUS 


Under the title of “Newer Know!l- 
edge of Buttermaking,” Dr. E. Hoo, 
Chief, Division of Dairy Research, of 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
presented an important paper at the 
convention of the Manitoba Dairy- 
men's Association. All the high points 
in bitter research throughout 


world for the past five years, sum- 


marized from the results of investiga. | 


tional work carried out in the main 
butter producing countries, were 
dealt with in the paper. including con- 
tributions from dairy research insti- 
tutions in New Zealand, Australia, U. 
S.A., South Africa, Germany, Denmark 
Ireland, Great Britain, Sweden and 
Canada. 

For the purpose of presentation, the 
subjects under review were arranged 
under the following sub-heads; Nevw- 
tralization, Workmanship, Wash Wa- 
ter, Packing, Storage and Keeping 
quality, Defects, Standardization of 
Composition, and Laboratory control. 
The main object in presenting a sub- 
ject of this character, stated Dr. Hood 
was to give some insight into a few 
of the major problems under consider- 
ation in the main butter producing 
countries of the world and point them 
out to buttermakers who have not the 
time nor access to the dairy litera- 
ture. In addition to that, it seemed 
desirable to stress upon the practical 
man the importance of the scientific 
side of buttermaking, and that effort 
and expense have not been spared by 
the scientist in solving problems coa- 
cerning the practical work of the 
dairyman of Canada. While it was 
generally recognized that good butter 
could be made even with the know!l- 
edge of today, many of the why’s and 
wherefore's still remained mysterious 
and awaited logical explanations on a 
acientific basis. It was also apparent,

OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—“We will march 
to Ottawa and show Honorable Ernest 
Lapointe what we are. We will not 
stop drilling.” That was the answer 

. given by Adrien Arcand, Quebec 
Fascist leader, to the promise which 
Mr. Lapointe made in the House of 
Commons last week, that the federal 
government would investigate drilling 
by Fascists in Quebece. 

When he was asked if he intended 
to descend on Ottawa with a Fascist 
veg-ment, Arcand said: “I do, and 
they would be better drilled and in 
better order than the soldiers they 
have done there.” And sv it would 
seem that Fascism has raised its head 
an Canada, 

I have often been inclined to think 
that Mr. Duplessiss attack on Com- 
munism was nothing more than a 
camoutlage—-for the erection of a 
Fascist regime in the province of 
Quebec. I[t is not beyond possibility 
that Mr. Duplessis looks to the federal 
field at some later date. In the his- 
tory of each country now ruled by 
Fascism, Communism was always 
given as the excuse. It is a well- 
known fact that Hitler rose to power 


when Communism threatened to take 
control in Germany. I wonder if this 
is going to happen in Canada’ In any 


case, there seems to be a decided 
attempt along that line. There is an- 
other consideration which cannot fail 
.but be distinctly impressive. Just 
imagine the turmoil and upheaval that 
would havé been caused if the words 
said by the Fascist leader in Quebec 
had been said by the Premier of 
Alberta. 
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I wonder how many people know 
that there were more than one thous- 
and bankruptcies in Canada last year, 
and this is not an unusual amount, 
because it is 109 less than in 1935. 
Ever since the Bankruptcy Amend- 
ment Act, 1932, came into effect the 
total number of bankruptcies each 
year has been wel! over the one 
thousand mark. Among those busi- 
nesses making assignment we find 
the following: Manfacture and indus- 
try such as lumber and wood-working, 
mining, food products, furniture, shoes 
and leather goods, clothing, drugs ani 
chemical, paint, etc., accounted for 225 
failures, Trades such as general 
merchants, painters and decorators, 
electrical supplies, hardware, building 
contractors acccunted for 663 failures. 
The other 266 failures occurred in the 
transportation industries and _ pro- 
fessional businesses. To the students 
of economics these figures present aj 
startling picture. 

It has been definitely established 
that the occurrence of these bank- 
rupt@ies have to a large degree per- 
mitted our present economic system .:o 
continue to function satisfactorily. It 
means to say, that whenever goods are 
sold at less than cost, as they are 
when a bankruptcy occurs, the amount 
of the loss incurred permits the con- 
sumer to obtain goods at less than was 
spent to make them. This, of course, 
leaves the differences between th> 
selling price of the goods and the 
price at which they are usually sold 
in the hands of the consumers, per- 
mitting them to use that difference to 
move other goods.

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News Letter From 
Parliament B’ldgs, Ottawa

Last week 1 was very pleased to 
receive a free copy vf the Canadian 
Geographical Journal, I think that 
this journal is one of the finest pub- 
lications in Canada; it contains beau- 
tiful photographs covering ali sorts of 
subjects in our country. In thie 
edition there is an article concerning 
the petroleum industry in Canada, and 
after reading this article 1 have won- 
dered how our producers in the 
Turner Valley can possibly cempete 
with the imperial Oil Company ana 
ethers who bring in their oil from 
Peru. 

At the head of the article there is 
shown a photograph of the Imperial 
Oil motor tankship C, O. Stillman, the 
largest tanker in the world, which is 
constantly engaged in importing o1 
from Peru, 

There is also a picture of the tanker 
Albert L. Ellsworta, which was put 
into service by the British American 
Oil Company in 1937. It has a capa- 
city of one hundred thousands of 
crude. ofl, and transports east Texas 
crude oil from the Gulf of Mexico 
ports to their Montreal refinery. 

While this unfair competition ‘s 
allowed to remaip without check, our 
Turner Valley fields are bound to 
suffer. I think that a pipe-line ay.s- 
tem could be well established for the 
distribution of our oil products frem 
the Turner Valley. This would re- 
sult in a saving of at least 15 to 18 
cents a gallon to our consumers in 
western Canada. , 

i think the people should bring as 
much pressure to bear as they can to 
see that our natural wealth in oil is 
brought to them at the lowesi possibie 
cost.

In the House of Commons this week 
the Honorable Norman Rogers, Dom- 
inion Minister of Labor, made a state- 
ment which should give him credit for 
political honesty at least. He said 
this: “Where you have a situation 
such as exists in Australia and 
Canada, where secondary industries 
are largely concentrated to provinces, 
and where primary and export indus- 
tries are largely concentrated in other 


provinces, you cannot move to ex- 
tremes in tariff policy without en- 
dangering national unity anda without 


undermining the foundations of federal 
public finance.” 

It would have been more frank to 
have said plainly that the Liberals 
cannot lead Canada far along the path 
of freer trade, for the Minister must 
have had lower tariff demands in 
mind when he spoke of the danger ot 
moving to extreme in tariff policy. 
Canada has moved to the protectionist 
extreme with a high tariff wall built 
up by the Conservatives, but main- 
tained by the Liberals. 

Leslie Mutch of Winnipeg vigorous'y 
commented upon the inconsistency of 


Liberal policy as in last session's 
“scandalous tariff increase.” He cited 
me an example of this Liberal re- 


semblance to Conservative politics. 

I have long maintained that the 
true market for our products is our 
own market, Those goods of whica 
we have surplus could be exported in 
exchange for goods which we cannot 
produce easily. But the first purpose 
of production should truly be to sup- 
ply the needs of our own people. 


LAST WEEK’S OTTAWA LETTER 


OTTAWA, Feb. 4.—- This week the 
“Weekly Letter” could be stretghed 
out to great length. So many things 
have happened that would be of in- 
terest to all our readers. I would like, 
though, to give you all some idea of 
what the Opening of Parliament is 
like. The Opening of Parliament toox 
place on Thursday last and even 
though my report of this importan* 
occasion must be brief, I intend to 
show you as clearly as possible just 
what takes place. Of course, th> 
whole ceremony is to provide the occa- 
sion upon which the Speech from the 
Throne is read to both the House of 
Commons and the Senate by the 
Governor-General. Usually this docu- 
ment reveals the measures with which 
Parliament will be called upon to deal. 
A good deal of publicity is given to 
the occasion and this particular one 
was no exception. In fact, it was 
more brilliant than ever before. 


A little before 8 o’clock, Lord 
Tweedsmuir, with full attendance of 
aides and military escort in brilliant 
court uniforms and equipment, drove 
up Parliament Hill. From a battery 
place on the east promontory a Royal 
Salute was fired which echoed across 
the icebound Ottawa River to signify 
the arrival of the Governor-General 
and his party. He was met at the 
main entrance of the House of Com- 
mons by the Prime Minister and the 
Leader of the Senate and escorted to 
the apartment of the Speaker of the 
Senate. After further ceremonies, a 
messenger is sent from the Senate t»> 
the Speaker of the House of Commons 
to inform him that the Governor- 
General desires the immediate pres- 
ence of the members of the House of 
Commons in the Senate Caamber. 


Once the Members have arrived, the 
Governor-General begins to read the 
Speech, which is read first in Mnglish 
and then in French. During the vead- 
ing of the Speech the colorfulness of 
the scene can be taken in. On the 
floor of the Senate, the greatest as- 
sembly in Canada is gathered, re- 
splendent in full uniform and repre- 
senting the church, the state and the 
‘professional life of the country. Ladies 
in beautiful gowns and with fiashing 
jewels lend an atmosphere of brilli- 
ance to the whole scene. Everyone 
listens attentively while the Governor, 
General is reading the Speech, Stand 
ing erect to his right is the Prim? 
Minister and to hia left the Leader uf 
the Senrte. Immediately in front of 
the Governor-General the Chief Jus- 
tices of Canada are sitting on the 
“Wool Sack," dressed in flowing red 
robes, trimmed in white. Her Excel- 
lency, Lady Tweesmvuir, aits slightly 
behind and to the left of the Governor- 
‘General. Thus tife acene is set. 

After the Speech has been read, the 
Members return to the House of Com- 
mons, where the Speaker informs them 
that he has obtained a copy of the 
Speech from the Throne in order thai 
there might not be any mistakes 


Usially after these ceremonies are 
concluded the House adjourne until 
the following day. 

This year the Speech from the 


Throne is rather vague and I belley, 
that ita best feature is ita brevity, 
mentions the customary continue) 
progress of the country.

\ E MAY sing of the flowers that 
bloom in the spring—tra-la—but 
a song cannot adequately describe 
the wonderful colorings that Mother 
Nature bestows upon the trees and 
shrubs in the fall. The woods are 
ablaze with color and new colorful 
fall flowers appear. Lakes, rivers, 
and the well Rnown babbling brook 
seems to reflect these bright colors. 
Now, let’s consider the type of 
film to use for fall colors. For ex- 
ample, suppose you are taking a pic- 
ture of a bed of fall flowere—-some 
deep orange or red and others dark 
blue, Ordinary film, act the chrome 
type, would yleld a priut in which 
the brighter colored flowers would 
appear darke> than the blue ones, 
though to the eye the orange and 
red flowers appeared lighter. It 
would not, in other words, give true 
color brigh!ness values in black and 
white print. However, with what is 
known as romatic film the 
true tonal values in monochrome 
rendering will be obtained. 

Renderings of color and cloud ef- 
fects are further improved by the 
use of proper color filters with any 
type film, including the chrome and 
panchromatic. 

A filter is a specially prepared disc 
of colored gelatine, between glass, 
which is slipped over the camera 
lens, Its function is to hold back cer- 
tain rays of light and let others pass 
through, Although there are several 
kinds, I belleve the beginner who 
has never used a filter might choose

used, or better yet, have both to use 
when necessary to improve the 
quality and artistic appearance of 
the snapshot. 

One of these filters is known as 
the K-2. When using the K-2 filter 
with chrome type film, it is neces- 
sary to increase the exposure over 
that which you would give without 
the filter about 2% times. With sup- 
ersensitive panchromatic film the 
exposure with a K-2 filter need. be 
increased but two times. 

The other filter is used largely to 
photograph clouds in a landscape 
with NO increase in exposure time. 
This is called a Sky Filter, one half 
of which is yellow, and the other 
half clear, The reason why this filter 
can record both clouds and land- 
scape without requiring any increase 
in exposure ta that the sky is photo- 
graphed through the yellow part of 
the filter while the landscape is 
photographed through the part 
which is not colored. The yellow 
part of the filter holds back the biue 
of the sky somewhat and gives the 
white clouda more chance to record 
their real beauty.

If the tonsils 
also are greatly enlarged, breatning 
may be so difficult as to produce 
deformity of the chest 

Much more serious ave the ill effeccs 
of infected tonsils and idenoids 
| Middle eu disea se, sinus disease 
chronic colds, sore throats, may follow 
the spread of the infection to the ad- 
jacent parts, and these in turn ma 
proceed to mastoid disease and men 
ingitis. Such foci of infection as 
diseased tonsils and adenvids injure 
} the general health; the child may fail 
{to grow normally, and he may b. 
j underweight, pale, listless and easily 
| tired, 

The decision as to whether or not 
tonsils and adenoids are so enlarged 
or diseased as to require to be re- 
moved should be mude by the doctor 
who eXamines the child and studies his 
history.

Musical Notes 
By H. L. Vaughan 


The mother of a boy seven years 
old, is very anxious that he should be 
musical, and is a little worried be- 
cause as yet he shows no sign of the 
hoped for talent. Both parents are 
fond of music, but neither of them 
plays or sings, anu the boy has man- 
aged to arrive at the age of seven 
without discovering how to carry a 
tune. Is there any use trying to teach 
the boy to play the piano, considering 
that he cannot sing, and that he seems 
to show little interest in music, en- 
quires the parent? 


For some unknown reason, the study 
of music has always been surround¢d 
with such an air of mystery and 
hocus-pocus, that sometimes it seems 
a marvel that anybody at all ever 
succeeds in acquiring musical knowl- 
edge, and this situation will never 
change until otherwise educated and 
reasonable people decide to acknowl- 
edge certain fundamental facts with 
which musical education necessarily is 
concerned, 


Popular opinion has always held 
that there are possibly one or two 
children amongst a_ representative 


group of, say ten, who have sufficient 
of that mysterious quality which for 
want of a better term is called talent, 
to make it worth while for them to 
receive musical training. It is doubt- 
ful if anywhere else in the world of 
education does such an idea exist. It 
is acknowledged that potential ability 
in every line of educational activity 
varies with the individual, and that .t 
is not likely that any one person will 
excell in all branches. There are 
many who are not by any means bril- 
Hant in arithmetic, for example, but 
few so poor that it is useless to at- 
tempt to teach them sufficient math- 
ematics for ordinary use. Few have 
the native ability to become concert 
pianists, or expert professional musi- 
cians, but there are not five children 
in a hundred but what have sufficient 
music in their make-up to enable them 
to learn to read music intelligently, to 
sing, or to play some instrument pass- 
Most students of music 
labour against the mental hazard that 
because musical notation looks for- 
bidding and mysterious, it requires 
almost superhuman ability to read 1t. 
As a matter of fact, if the job s 
tackled in a sensible fashion, it is not 
one tenth as difficult to learn, as it is 
to read and write the English langu- 
age. Similarly, while the process may 
be slower, and take longer, it is not 
so very much more difficult to learn 
to play familiar tunes and popular 
music on the piano, than it is to run a 
typewriter expertly. Persistance, in 
any case, is of more importance than 
ability. 

It is a well known fact that in voun- 
tries where music is taught systema- 
tically and>well in the schools, it is «+s 
unusual to find a child who can’t sing, 
as it is rare to find one who can sing 


in schools and homes where music re-- 
ceives no attention, The cause of 
music would be tremendously further- 
ed if people would proceed on the as- 
sumption that the study of music de- 
mands little more in the way of 
natural equipment than any oth» 
school subject, instead of approaching 
it in fear and trembling, lest it turn 
out that the child “isn't musical.” 

If it were possible accurately to 
measure the musical talent of all the 
people in a community, it might be 
found that many of those who carry 
on musical leadership, and do it very 
well, have less so-called “talent” than 
hundreds of those who have never 


made any use of theirs. Any music 
teacher has had, dozens of times, the 
heart-breaking experience of trying to 
teach a really gifted child, who is tov 
young to value his gift, and who isn't 
fortunate enough to have parents and 
teacher who can persuade him to 
practice, (The word “persuade” is 
used advisably, for seldom is a child 
made to practice in this enlightened 
axe). The fact of the matter is, that 
because some children do not respond 
to musical training, the reason usually 
lies elsewhere than in natural Hmita- 
tiona as far as “talent” is concerned, 

Then again, because the child can’t 
sing, is not of necessity a sign that he 
ia not endowed with ordinary musical 
ability. It is said that Beethoven was 
a@ monotone, and if ever there breathed 
& superlative musician, it was Beeth- 
oven, There are some children who 
cannot learn to sing, just as perhaps 
there are some who cannot to save 
themselves add a column of figures 
twice and get the same answer. 

Children who are brought up in the 
type of home where they are daily ex- 
posed to ainging, seldom fall to learn 
how to use their voices. Very few 
adult Canadians would care to at- 
tempt a high ski juinp euch as would 
be commonplace to. most Latives of 
Norway or Sweden, and the reason ta 
not that Canadians are not “talented” 
in that direction, but because while 
children more or less grow up on akis 
in the Scandinavian countries, until 
recently, they have been almost a rar- 
ity In Canada, 

And of course it goes without say- 
ing that a boy who has not been ex- 
posed to music other than what he 
hears on the radio will not be likely 
to show a keen interest. If his par- 


ents san; to him, or if he were with 
other children who *‘< singe his !nter- 
est should be quickened. Radio and 
phonograph music is usually too im- 
personal and is not of a type to appeal 
to a young child. It Is also harder to 
sing with these instruments than to 
join with some other person who ‘'s 
singing. 

While we claim that, within reason, 
any child can learn either to play 
some instrument, to sing, or at least 
to appreciate the difference between 
good and bad music, this does not 
mean that geniuses: will ever be much 
more common than they are now. 

Certainly, not everyone has enough 
natural equipment to become a first 
class professional musician, but the 
subject of the embryo professional 
musician and the genius does not come 
witli the scope of this article. There 
will always be perhaps five thousand 
ordinary students of music to one of 
real genius, but while the genius s 
important to the world, so also are the 
five thousand average or even medi- 
ocre musicians.

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
Director “Crop Testing Plan.” 


“We are fortunate indeed in Canada 
in having a splendid Dominion govern- 
mental system for the control of the 
grades and standards of our seed and 
commercial grains.” 

This is what I told myself on my 
return from a recent visit to several 
parts of the United States. Each state 
there, I found, controls its own seed 
standards, which vary greatly. There 
is no federal control over seed, and 
there is no licensing of varieties, so 
there is some confusion. 

The United States federal control 
over commercial grain grades is 
nothing like as exacting as is the 
Dominion control in Canada, the con- 
sequence of it all being that world 
buyers have not the same confidence 
in United States grains as they have 
in Canadian stocks. 

The reason for the world’s confi- 
dence in Canadian grain and seed 
rests primarily in the high standards 
required by the Canada Grain Act and 
the Canada Seeds Act. 

These acts are administered, respec- 
tively, by the highly cofpetent officers 
and officials of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners and of the Dominion 
Seed Branch. Because these officials 
are strictly impartial, and are not 
subjected to any political pressure. 
pressure, they have the confidence of 
the producers, merchants and con- 
sumers alike. 

I found in the United States that our 
Canadian system drew warm tributes 
from all American agriculturists.

of growing wheat in India generally 
good—Favorable weather conditions tn 
southern Europe — Increased winter 
wheat acreage in U.K.
